TRYING TO AGBEE 


Fumbling the message 


and Delaying Action, 


(By Associated Frew,) 


Washington, April 12.—The house com- 


mittee on foreign affairs met this morning 
but were unable t> agree. No resolution 
s likely today. The Democrats of the 
ommittee withdrew to give the Republi- 
cans a chance to agree but it seems un- 
likely that they can do so. 


The senate committee on foreign affairs 


is finding it an equally difficult task to 
reach an agreement on the terms of a 
resolution. There Is not the sam s unani- 
mity as when the committee decided to 
adopt the Foraker resolution. In case 
that a majority agree on a compromise of 
the Foraker resolution, in all probability 
the Democrats will|present a minority re- 
port providing for the recognition of the 
present Cuban government. 
A division 


of the committee now seems highly 
probable. 


The steering committee of the hons 


Republicans has authorized a canvass on 
a resolution declaring immediate armed 
intervention for the establishment of * 
government for Cuba, free and indepen- 
dent. It will be presented to the Re- 
publicans of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee and things seem at a late hoar in a 
fair shape to secure unity of action on » 
basis of this compromise. 


The Republicans will probably canons 


tonight. Mr. Cannon said this morning 
that he regarded war as inevitable. It is 
asserted that Grosvenor, Dingley and 
others have agreed to the resolution. 


Reported Settlement. 


3 p. m.—The senate committee on 


foreign relations is known |to have prac- 
tically decided on a resolution for im- 
mediate intervention and requiring the 
evacuation of Cuba by the Spanish.

Crowded G»ll«ri«*. 


Washington, April 13.—The galleries of 


tne senate presented a brilliant scene 
Monday. Many of the ladles were at- 
tired in tha most fetching finery, and the 
handsome display of gowns and bonnet* 
was notable even In this olty of beauti- 
ful dressing. Scarcely had the senate 
been called to oreer when Mr. Quay 
precipitated the Cuban question by pre- 
senting petitions and making startling 
comments upon the message. He to»k 
the strongest ground for immediate and 
impetuous action, and declared that It 
'.was now too late for pope, prelate or 
presbytery to Interfere. 


While Mr. Quay was speaking, Major 


Pruden, the legfalative secretary to the 
president, entered the chamber bearing 
the long expected message. He was 
recognized as soon as the senator had 
concluded, and when he had presented 
the message the vice president immedi- 
ately laid it before the senate. In a 
etlllness that was almost breathleas the 
message was read, th« reading occupy- 
ing just 42 minutes. At the conclusion 
there was a hum of whispered conver- 
sation in the galleries, but no demon- 
stration. Mr. D. 
, chairman of the 


foreign relatirr 
ommittee, at once 


moved that it be referred to his com- 
mittee, and Mr. Ste\vart, taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity, briefly addressed 
the senate In favor of recognizing the 
independence of the Cuban insurgents. 
Without further debate the message 
was referred as requested. 


There was absolutely no demonstration 


either in approval or disapproval from* 
the crowded galleries of the house 
throughout or at the conclusion of the 
reading of the message, but there was a 
sharp burst of applauae from the Re- 
publican side when toward the close thr 


I president said the war In Cuba must 
' cease. At the conclusion about half the 


Republicans applauded and several of 
the Democrats irroan.«d.,, 


refused to publish a i_ >ning on our side 
of the question, or have done so in such a 
way that it has not attracted the public 
notice. People have made up their 
minds already on the Cuban question, 
and anything that Is contrary to their 
belief is supposed to be a Spanish lie. 


"It is also next to Impossible to make 


most Americans understand that If the 
Insurrection of Cuba exists the United 
States have a great deal to do with it, 
and the present situation here, certainly 
mot created by Spain, instead of helping 
to end the sad state of affairs in Cuba 
only favors a rebellion that has ho means 
of assuring success and has detained 
the very strong movement for autqpiomy 
amongst the insurgents that are not ad- 
venturers or soldiers of fortune. There 
is a talk of war all the time, and while 
the probability of a conflict hangs on, 
that strong movement of course is held 
back waiting events. I regret to say it 
jpeems to ma tod late to change now 
American public opinion, misled to such 
an extent lit the CuSaan question that it 
has actually arrived at the verge of in- 
sanity." 


Damaging Admission. 


Madrid, April 12.—The Herald pub- 


lishes an interview with Admiral Ber- 
anger, former minister of marine, in the 
course of which be expressed his con- 
fidence In the ability ef the Spanish navy 
(to win in the event ef a war with the 
United States. 


"There is no fear," said Admiral Ber- 


anger, "of our Cuban ports being ex- 
jposed to a night attack, inasmuch as 
Havana, Clenfuegos, Xuevltas and San- 
tiago de Cuba are defended by electric 
and automatic torpedoes, with a large 
radius of action. The late Caaovas del 
Castillo, who paid attention to these 
matters, decided, in accord with myself, 
to send to Cuba 190 torpedoes, yhich 
must have been placed in that harbor. 
Chacon, the well-known torpedo ex- 
pert, undertook to construct and place 
these engines, 


"I have already said that by sea we 


shall be victorious. I will give you my 
reasons. The first Is, the excellent dis- 
cipline maintahi<gl on our warships; the 
second is that en board the American 
vessels, as soon as firing is opened, a 
panic will set in, since it ia common 
knowledge that their crews oojnpriee 
men of every nationality. Pitted ship 
against shift then, we have nothing to 
fear." 


The Impartial, commenting on this in- 


terview, says: "That those teryedoes 
ehoufd be sent in case war should break 
out Is very natural! but th'at as much 
should be admitted At this moment con- 
stitutes a two-fold Imprudence, In the" 
first place because it warns the enemy 
and, the enemy being wanted. It win do 
its best tq^ripble these defemft*; and, 
secondly, Because the Jingoes, availing 
themselves of the evidence afforded by 
the minister ei marine ef the late Mr. 
Canovas. wNl assert that one ef the tor- 
pedoes he describes caused the Maine 
explosion."

Washington, April 12. — The effect of 


the President's message as read yester- 
day WM noteworthy. It canoet be denied 
that expectations were not,wlieed,*nd 
that many were disappointed, bnt the 
general sentiment is that after the first 
disagreements on the matter of resola. 
tions, congress will unite in hearty sup- 
port. 


When the message' was read Mon- 


day it had a peculiar effect. Its studied 
moderation; its calm-and dispassionate 
review of our relations with Spain, grow- 
ing out of the intolerable condition in 
Cuba; the complete lack of sensational- 
ism in the recommendations which the 
president made; and the seemingly 
Tolorless character of the document, 
taken as a whole, disappointed the ex- 
pectations of those who had looked for 
a ringing defiance of Spain and th« 
clarion call to arms which might seem 
fitting t6 an appeal involving war. So 
keen was the disappointment at ftrs 
that the message was read in the house 
and the senate with a feeling of dis 
couragem«nt and almost despondency 
Indeed many were led to express them- 
selves upon it, and upon the policy 
which it was supposed the president had 
outlined, in terms of bitter disapproval 


Republicans made private comments 


which would not look well in print in 
many cases, representing theirpresidem 
as abdlcatingkhis leadership and falling 
to meet a great opportunity, because hi 
did not gratify what they regard as the 
popular demand for war. "A war mes 
sage with a peace ending," "A Quaker 
gun," "A gold brick," these and similar 
expressions vere'aetually used by Ee- 
publlcan senators and representatives, 
with others more contemptuous and less 
polite, in speaking «f the* message priv- 
ately. Some of them go so far as to ac- 
cuse the president of duplicity In repre- 
senting to them that he was dealing with 
Spain on the basis of absolute freedom 
for Cuoa as the indispensable condition 
for a settlement. In his message he did 
not explicitly take such ground. This 
feeling: was at the bottom of the de- 
termination of a majority of the Repub- 
licans in the senate, at least, to make 
their Instructions to President MoKin- 
ley in the resolution as explicit and im- 
perative as they felt his message ought 
to have been. 


The effect of the message incorporat- 


flng the latest proposition from Spain 
has not tended to ameliorate the situa- 
tion. On the contrary, it has solidified 
the ranks of the radicals and made them 
more determined than ever to secure 
the independence of Cuba. Instead of 
congress being willing to follow the pres- 
ident's lead in arriving at a settlement 
of the question, the message has had the 
effect of making men resolved not to per- 
mit the president *o be the sole arbiter 
in this matter and to know precisely 
every step that is taken. 


The statement made by Mr. McKlnley 
that it was he who first proposed an 
armistice to continue until next October 
created a sensation and caused most 
extreme disappointment. Congress had 
been led to believe, through utterances 
of the president's spokesmen on the floor 
of both houses and the semiofficial state- 
ments of the members of the cabinet, 
that he would consider no proposition 
involving any conditions which were not 
predicated on the granting of absolute in- 
dependence to tne Cubans. 


It wa« eaid by the congressional critics 
that if Spain had agreed to th« armistice 
it would have put the United States in 
the position of acting as an ally to Spain 
and would have made us morally re- 
sponsible for the acceptance of 
tlv=> 


armistice by the Insurgents. It had been 
commonly supposed that the suggestion 
of an armistice first came from Spam. 
There was no indication in the message 
that at the end of the armistice Spain 
was to grant independence to the Cu- 
bans, and this fact was commented upon 
In very vigorous fashion. 


Some senators, who, previous to the 


receipt of the message, had Indicated a 
•willingness to confine the action of con- 
gress to a declaration for intervention, 
are Inclined to turn to the original posi- 
tion for Independence coupled with in- 
tervention. 
It was stated by one sen- 
ator that the resolutions reported would 
probably contain at least a recognition 
tf the right of the Cuban people to free- 
dom and Independence. 
Conservative 


Republican senators recognized the fact 
that the movement to secure support for 
the president's position hal lost ground 
•Incfi the receipt of the message. They 
did not, however, manifest any abate- 
ment in their determination to oppose 
any proposition looking to more radical 
action than the executive desired. The 
conservatives say they will continue 
their efforts to secure harmeoious ao- 
tlon by congress and the administration. 
At the l>emocratlo conference the mes- 
sage was sharply criticised, a*d while 
there was much difference of opinion 
as te the course to be pursued and no 
conclusion was reached, there is no doubt 
that resolutions recognising the Inde- 
pendence of the Cubans will be intro- 
duced by Democrats la both heuses of 
congress.

He revived shortly and again joined In 
the festivities.

badly hurt and he was put to bed again. 
This was about 8:30, and two hours later 
he WM found dead by his wife. 


BOSTON 
OPINION. 


Boston, April M.—From The Adver- 


tiser's criticism of the message the fol- 
lowing is taken: "Millions of people who 
will read this message have been all 
along only half aware of the awful truth. 
They have self-lndulgently allowed 
themselves to guess that 'the reports 
have been greatly exaggerated,' and 
that, while no doubt, things in Cuba are 
In a pretty bad way, they are not so 
bad as they are painted. The president' 
narrative, studiously calm, containing 
ao language that bears the least trace 
ef excitement or ill-temper, held wel 
within the bounds of official proof, ye 
palpitates with the hideousness of that 
truth, tnan which imagination can 
scarcely conceive anything Inflicted by 
'man's inhumanity to man' more hide- 
ous." 


"The president Is prepared to executi 


«v«ry obligation Imposed upon him by 
the constitution and the law," says Th< 
Journal. "The message leaves congresi 
free to do its absolute will without of 
fence to the president and assured o: 
his hearty co-operation. The paragraph 
added yesterday touching the offer o 
Spain to enter Into an armistice with 
the insurgents merely refers to the con 
eideration of congress an additions 
point of T>hich the logic of events wil 
soon dispose Congress and the presi 
dent and the people of the United States 
are still united on this great question in 
all respects that are essential, and what 
ever the load which honor and patriot 
ism and humanity shall point out they 
will travel together." 


"Mr. McKinley's second message on tha 


Spanish-American crisis is hardly more 
enlightening or hardly less disappoint- 
ing than his first," as The Globe receives 
It. "The obscure and Inconclusive 
character of the former was attributed 
to the exigencies of diplomacy, but now, 
when he confesses that his diplqmatlo 
efforts with Spain have failed, H is dif- 
ficult to'see what consideration still re- 
strains the frankness of the president la 
his latest communication to congress and 
the country." 


"It cannot be denied;" contends The 


Post, "that President McKinley's last 
message on the Cuban question, will be 
the occasion of disappointment to a very 
large section of his own party and to a 
very large portion of the American peo- 
ple. 
That It will lead to bitter discus- 


sion and perhaps a revolt in congress, 
seems very probable, but yet the chances 
are that'the president's policy, however 
displeasing and however disappointing, 
will be able to hold the nominal support 
of congress in a final division after dis- 
cussion."

Brewster murder trial was resumed yes- 
terday, and the cnief witness was Jack 
Wheeler, the young man who was the 
object of the affections of Miss Wheeler 
and Miss Brewster. It was the jealousy 
between the two girls over Wheeler 
which is alleged to be the motive for 
Miss Brswster*s act In sheeting Miss 
Wheeler. 


The witness told his story, which was 


not lengthy, but he was subjected to a 
rigid eross-examlnatlen.

A Budapest letter to the London Pull 


Mall Gazette says: A small diamond 
shaped board screwed on to the wall of my 
room and provided with a couple of hooks, 
from which hang two tiny, round tele- 
phone earpieces connected by two wires— 
that is all—but my proprietor has been 
singing its praises for the last 80 minutes, 
and as he confidentially assured me that 
it will not play any part in my hotel bill 
et the end of my stay, there is no earthly 
reason why I should enter any protest 
against his profuse encomiums. 


"This," said he, "is the telephonic 


messenger, or talking newspaper—the 
only thing of its kind in the world. ' It 
has now been established in Budapest 
about throe years. It differs from the or- 
dinary telephone in the fact that the Ifftter 
is directly connected with the central of- 
fice, whereas we are able to connect from 
200 or 800 subscribers in one circuit. The 
city is divided into 30 circuits. All day 
long news is spoken into a specially con- 
structed ^apparatus at the central office, 
varied with entertainments, the opera and 
linguistic lessons. It is not a telephone 
in the strict sense of the word and there' 
fore does not infringe the telephone rights 
of the government. It combines the func- 
tions of your tape machines and electro- 
phones, while it is ten times cheaper. 
That buzz you hear just now was to pre- 
vent subscribers talking to each other on 
their own account." 


"It seems strange that such an excel- 


lent idea as this appears to bo should not 
bo introduced in other towns than Buda- 
pest," I ventured. 


"The answer is very simple. Of course 


the newspaper feature would be impossible 
in London, where time is everything, and 
a man could not sit the whole day with 
the apparatus to his ear, wetting for some 
particular news or exchange prices. Then, 
again, other towns are not so advantage- 
ously situated in this respect; as Budapest, 
where the law empowers the company to 
Introduce the apparatus into any house in 
the city in spite of tho objections of the 
landlord. Wo have here 8,000 subscribers, 
and each pays only 18 florins a year. With 
us it is as in England with a certain soap 
—our families don't feel happy until they 
get it. It is so cheap that many of the 
rooms in iny hotel are fitted up with it. 
If the visitor finds it inconvenient to go 
to the opera, all he has to do is to put this 
apparatus to his ear and he can be enter- 
tained the -vhole evening. The general 
public, too, can have news in advance ot 
tho newspapers. 
Why, a few weeks ago, 


when the German kaiser gave that cele- 
brated toast of his to the Hungarian na- 
tion, thousands of families were listening 
to its recital half an hour later. Without 
this apparatus they would have bad to 
Wait until next day." 


"Have you a regular dally programme?" 
"Yes. It is announced in the morning 


and changes every half hour or so. The 
greater part of the .morning Is taken up 
•with prices on 'change, a summary of the 
news in the dailies. At noon we begin to 
get a report of the doings in parliament. 
Telegrams of importance are communi- 
cated at once, tho telephonic messenger 
being in direct connection with a leading 
Budapest newspaper. At about 2 o'clock 
the morning news is in part repeated, then 
come exchange prices, telegrams, law re- 
ports, a short, entertaining story, theat- 
rical items and sometimes a concert, and 
for an hour in the evening we get a lesson 
in English, Italian and French. You 
have no idea what a benefit this is to the 
young generation and how popular these 
lessons aro among .them. A complete set 
of graduated exercises baa been published

He Has Said That the United State* Should 


Bitabllfh a Protectorate Over Cuba If 
Spain dive* tbe Island Up — Da* Morgen, 
Journal. 


NEW YORK, April IS, — [Special. ] — 


There Is one newspaper man in Now York 
Whole course must be full of trouble and 
uncertainty just now, nnd ho is Don Joso 
G. Garcia, the editor of Las Novedndos, 
the journalistic organ of- Spain in Amer- 
ica. 


Don Gnrola's newspaper is a daily of 


some years' standing. Its constituency 
would, of course, be relatively small, oven 
if all the Spanish speaking residents of 
New York looked upon it with favor. 
In 


present circumstances, with the majority 
who use the language in this city com- 
mitted to Cuba's cause, it is hardly proba- 
ble that tbe paper could live at all without 
the patronage that is understood to bo ex- 
tpndod by the Spanish government. This 
is not very largo perhaps, yet sufficient to 
render the publication of a pietty good 
looking sheet possible— a sheet the typo- 
graphical appearance of which fills Don 
Garcia with pride. 


Joso Garcia is a middle aged man, slight 


in person and a pronounced blond as to 
hair, mustache and complexion, yet look- 
ing tho Spaniard to perfection. Ho is an 
unusually well educated, well mannered 
man. Be speaks English with scarcely a 
perceptible accent, au-1 is familiar with 
French and Italian and probably German. 
He likes the United States. 


A Spanish Editor'* Plaint. 


It is some little time since I have talked 


with Don Garcia, but the last time wo met 
he was considerably depressed. 


"It is not easy for mo and my family 


here now," he said. "We ara the only per- 
sons of our nationality now residing in 
onr neighborhood, but we have been proud 
of ihe fact that nearly nil who live near 
us have been our friends. Ever since tho 
stories of cruelties and starvation in Cuba 
were first printed in the newspapers hero, 
however, we have fancied that possibly 
some of our acquaintances were occasion- 
ally looking askance at us and inwardly 
asking if all Spaniards were at heart as 
cruel and bloodthirsty as our countrymen 
down there are reported to bo. ' ' 


Don Garcia is naturally inclined to be 


reticent about Cuban or Spanish matrtars 
in talking with an American, no matter 
how well the two may bo acquainted, 
but though he is undoubtedly thoroughly 
loyal to his government, it is understood 
that he also comprehends tho present sit- 
uation in the United States and Cuba. It 
is his opinion, as he once said to a friend, 
that the loss through the Cuban war to 
the United States, by reason of loss of 
commerce and in other ways, has bean 
quite as great as tho cost of the war to 
Spain, and he believes that this country 
should surely establish a protectorate over 
Cuba in cage the Island shall finally be 
given up by the mother country. 


Tlews of New York Spaniards. 


There is little doubt that the majority 


of the Spaniards resident here agree with 
Don Garcia, and some of them assuredly 
gp further than be does, though there is 
not one New Yorker of Spanish birth 
probably who could be induced to express 
his views plainly. 


But the fact is that the Spaniards in 


Now York — who are not xearly so numer- 
ous as tbe resident Cubans, by the way- 
are here for tbe purpose of making money 
and not for their health. And inasmuch 
as the business of nine New York Span- 
iards in ten is connected with the Cuban 
tobacco trade, it is perfectly clear that 
they cannot be doing .very well aa long as 
everything is unsettled on the island. 
That Spain is capable of pacifying Cuba 
they do not for a moment believe, no mat- 
ter what the views of any one else may be, 
and therefore nearly all of them have long 
wished in their hearts that Undo Sam 
would step in boldly and stop the war, 
even if this should involve the ultimate 
sacrifice of Cuba by the home government. 


The well to do Spaniards and Cubans of 


this town live together far more amicably 
than might be expected, everything con- 
sidered. According to a local newspaper, 
there has as yet been no split in the social 
club — Circulio Colon-Cervantes — which is 
the favorite resort alike ot Cuban and 
Spaniard. 
This is doubtless because re- 


ligion and Cuba are tabooed as topics of 
talk at tho club's headquarters. It must 
be a difficult task to maintain the taboo, 
but it is said to be done most effectively.

Speaking of newspapers, Mr. W. B. 


Hearst owns a newspaper, Das Morgen 
Journal, which is quite as curious as Las 
Novedades. Dos Morgen Journal is gen- 
erally considered to be a German edition 
of The Morning Journal, but, strictly 
speaking, this is hardly true. 


In every particular save tho telegraphic 


dispatches the contents of the two papers 
arc entirely different, Das Morgon Jour- 
nal's columns being filled mainly with 
personal items about the German resi- 
dents in tbe various boroughs r.nd outly- 
ing cities and towns. In fact, Das Morgen 
Journal is a big Gorman, variant of the 
successful country weekly. It chronicles 
the social "affairs" in which its readers 
may be interested with due gravity. It re- 
cords the small talk of every part of its big 
journalistic parish. Every wedding has a 
mention, and the births are by no means 
forgotten. 


As for general news, in ordinary times 


it is conspicuous in Das Morgen Journal 
byits absence, tho telegrams being exceed- 
ingly condensed synopses of a few only of 
the dispatches from various parts of tho 
world. Just now, however, because of tho 
Importance of the news regarding Cuban 
Ind Spanish mnttors, tho gossip spaco in 
Dns Morgen Journal is somewhat cur- 
tailed, though thero has been io:uo fear on 
tho part o£ its editor that soiuoof tho roacl- 
ers would object to this poliny. Tho Sun- 
day edition is one of itb strongest feature i, 
and its colored pictures enhance its popu- 
larity mightily. It should not bo under- 
stood, however, that they nro a rcguls.r 
thing. 
Once a fortnight is often enough 


to lavish chromatic journalism on tl.o 
readers of Das Morgon Journal. 


It must bo perfectly clear to nny ono that 


such a paper as I linvo described can bo 
published for very littlo money, compara- 
tively speaking, even in How York. Yet, 
ns most newspaper men who chnnco to 
read this letter will probably surmise, Das 
Morgon Journal has secured a tremendous 
hold upon tho non-English speaking Ger- 
man population hero and hereabout. 


They say, in fact, that it has the largest 


Gorman circulation in town and that 16 
yields nn annual profit of not loss than 
•180,000, though I will not undertake to 
guarantee this statement.

It Is stated that President McTOnley's

WASHINGTON. April 18. — [Special. ]— 


Statements have been made in the news- 
papers to tbe effect that a war with Spain 
is likely to cost the United States $1,000,- 
000,000. This is regarded as absurd by 
well informed officials with whom I have 
talked on this phase of tbe war subject. 
Among; tho members of the ways and 
means committee of the house who have 
been consulted by the secretary of the 
treasury as to raising funds for war ex- 
panses no such sums have been heard of 
from any quarter. The general expecta- 
tion is that the war with Spain will not 
only be a short war, but that it will not 
tako a great deal of money out of the fed- 
eral treasury. A hundred millions is'be- 
lieved by many to be a sum sufficient to 
cover the whole cost, beyond the regular 
expenses of the war and navy establish- 
ments. 


""We have been informed," said a mem- 
best mind of the American people, and'^(,erof the ways and means committee to 
voiced it well when he said: 
- " • 
~ 


The long trial has proven that the object 


for which Spain has waged the war cap- 
not be attained. The fire of insurrection 
may flame or may smoulder with varying 
seasons, but it has not been and it is plain 
that it cannot be extinguished by present 
methods. The only hope of relief and re- 
pose from a condition which cau no 
longer be endured is the enforced pacifi- 
cation of Cuba. In the name of humanity, 
in the name of civilization, in behalf of 
endangered American interests which 
give us the right and the duty to speak 
and to act, the war iu Cuba must stop. 


Ia view of these facts and of these con- 


siderations I ask the congress to authorize 
and empower the President to take 
measures to secure a full aud final termin- 
ation of hostilities between the govern- 
ment of Spain aud the people ot Cuba, 
and to secure in the island tne establish- 
ment of a stable government capable of 
of maintaining order and observing its 
international obligations, insuring peace 
and trauquility and the security of its 
citizens as well as our own. and to use the 
military and naval forces of the United 
States as may be necessary for these pur- 
poses. 


The adoption of tbe message as the 


position of this government puts the 
initiative ot war upon Spain. This in 
where it should be. All that the United 
States proposes to do is to put a stop to 
the war and the atrocities and inhumani- 
ties in Cuba. They must stop. The people 
say it and the government says it and tha 
country is strong enough to see that it is 
done. It Spain wants to fight about it, 
there will be a fight. If she wants to ac- 
cept the inevitable peaceably, there 
will be no war. The course of this gov- 
ernment has been abmirable, both for its 
consistency aud its regard for interna- 
tional rights. President McKinley takes

S.HU Oil MCKN'SE LOCATIONS,, 


The flrst hearing on the applications

Their ex- 
penses during a war would not be much 
greater than they have been in times of 
peace. Of course they would need more 
ammunition, and their supplies of coal 
and other" materials would have to be en- 
larged, but those would not run up to 
vast sums. As for tbe army, its cost 
would not be much greater in time of 
war than in normal times, escept for the 
matter of ammunition and transportation. 
If it should become necessary to order out 
tbe militia, the various states propose to 
bear their own expenses, save that of 
transportation. They will pay theirtroops, 
equip them and bear a great deal ot tbe 
expense that would otherwise fall upon 
the federal government." 


Weakness of Spanish Navy. 


That the Spanish are unable to carry on 


resistance against the United States for 
any great length of time is firmly believed 
by every man in Washington who has good 
opportunities for forming an opinion in 
such matters. There are current here 
statements apparently well founded to tbe 
effoct that tho Spanish navy is in bad con- 
dition. It lucks good boilers, many of its 
marine engines aro not in the best of trim, 
skilled machinists are so scarce in tbo 
Spanish navy that it has been found neces- 
sary to hire French mechanics, the conl 
supplies of Spain on this sido the Atlantic 
aro woefully deficient, and back of it all 
is tho fact that Spain is troubled for ready 
cash with which to carry on her opera- 
tions. 


The Spanish navy at its best, even if 


every ship in commission wore in first 
clas,g fiRhting trim, is not a match for the 
navy of tho United States, according to 
tho judgment of our experts. At first 
Spain might gain 
a little advantage 


through her possession of tbe fleet and 
strongly armored cruisers of the Vizcaya 
typo, whicu aro really swift battleships, 
but the period of their effective operations 
must necessarily bo short on account of 
lack of good bnso of operations. Perfect 
organization, number of ships capable o( 
Rffcotiva handling, ample supplies of coal, 
skilled machinists, proximity to bases of 
operations, tho higher intelligent and 
morale of tho American navy over those of 
tho Spaniards, would all count very Boon, 
and it goons to bo beyond the pale of rea- 
son to suppose that Spain could overthrow 
tho United States on the sea.

Unless Spain could inflict a sovcro blow 


upon the United States at tho very outset 
tho naval men horo Jiuiiro out that wo 
should be »ble to in\ost Cuba with our 
fleets, to establish (iu nctnal blockade of 
suoh ports as H.ivaiui, Mutants, Santiago 
da Cuba, Cieufuugos etc., and by proiout- 
ing food supphub Koing into tho Cuban 
cities starve out, tho Spanish army in tho 
island. Almost every military expert in 
Washington will say that if our fleets aro 
strong enough to beat back tbo Spanish 
squadrons tho tusk of capturing Cuba will 
be an easy one. A blockade will do it al- 
most without the nid ot our troops landed 
in Cuba, for without new supplies of pro- 
visions the capital of Havana ;ind all tho 
leading cities would soon bo in a dreadful 
plight. 


What will become of the poor reconccn- 


trados if matters arc pushed as far ns this 
is a thing which people in Washington 
charged with responsibility do not like to 
think of. Probably many thousands of 
them, already suffering for the necessities 
of life, would starve before peace could bo 
declared. One reason why President Mc- 
Kinley was last week so loath to let slip 
the doga of war was because he had been 
informed of the terrible plight of the re- 
concentradoa in case war between Spain 
and the United States were added to their 
other woes. Louis Klopsch, who has done 
such good work in feeding the starving 
victims of Spain's cruelty, fcoid the presi- 
dent that if war were to come 150,000 of 
these unfortunate people would perish. 


The Feeling In Spain, 


The prevailing idea in Washington dur- 


ing the past week has been that there ex- 
isted in Spain a public sentiment akin to 
that which exists here—a determination 
on the part of the pacple to destroy any 
government that stood in the way of the 
popular will. Iu Spain the people demand- 
ed tmtCuba should not be given up with- 
out a struggle, while in the United States 
they demanded that Cuba must be free. 
The government of Spain, it was believed, 
would be as powerless to check this senti- 
ment and as unable to stand before it as 
the government at Washington has been 
to control public sentiment in this coun- 
try. Could both governments do as they 
please no doubt a way out of the difficulty 
Without war would have been found long 
ago, 
but under the' circumstances it is 


easy to Bee why matters have drifted along 
as they have, like two storms coming to- 
gether. 


The strain in "Washington during the 


last four or five weeks has been the great- 
est seen in the capital since tho days of 
the civil war. I never before saw such a 
deep and bitter feeling in this capital, nor 
have I ever before seen a time of public 
stress in which so many mon ordinarily 
well balanced and sensible lost their beads 
and said and did foolish things.

To see Zim- 
merman once is to remember him al- 
ways. His friends hope he will be able 
to follow the circuit this year and 
give a good account of himself in 
some of those great struggles to the 
tape, but they aro not sanguine. Zim- 
merman would add zest to tho sport this 
year if ho could show anything like his 
form when ho swopfc this country, and 
then mec aud defeated all comers on 
the other side of the water. 


Bald resembles the old champion in 


somo ways, at least in his dogged per- 
sistency arid pluck. The sprinting cham- 
pion of todny is a sportsman, arid he is 
probably the most popular rider on the 
track, with tho possible exception of 
little .Michael. Bald's popularity has 
been gained by his honesty and by the 
interest aud enthusiasm ho displays iu 
bis work. Ho knows uo fear aud is never 
beaten until the line has been crossed. 
While ho is a rider who will take al- 
uiosfc any chance to gut through or 
around a bunch of flying racers, he 
never injures the chances of others if 
he cau help it. 


Bald is a well built fellow and he 


keeps himself in fairly good condition. 
He has made money at the game aud 
possibly has a little saved up, in spite 
of the fact that ho lives well.

Michael's manager, says the one mile 
match race between Michael and Bald, 
which was postponed last winter ou ac- 
count of tho illness of Bald, will take 
place this summer. Tho coutest will bo 
inilo heats, best two in three, paced. 
That Bald can follow pace is assured, 
but whether he cau follow it as well as 
Michael, even for a mile, his favorite 
racing distance, is a question. Michael 
oau ride below 1 minute 50 seconds if 
he is pushed, and the little fellow will 
have no difficulty in repeating.

000 at the Quill Club Wheelmen's meet 
of last season. These races have bcfu 
decided upon with many others, the 
schedule of which will be shortly issued. 
The tracks have not been selected, but 
the American Cycle Racing associatiou 
announces that 'it will not coutrol 
tracks, but will conduct its meets upou 
tracks that make the best offers. 
It is 


said that Boston, New York and Phila- 
delphia will be tho competing points for 
the big middle distance races, and these 
points will also compete for the great 
handicap race as well. Providence and 
Rochester aro also in the running, but 
are hardly large enough to make such 
liberal purses pay sufficient for the great 
risk that must be entailed.—Philadel- 
phia Times. 


To Poll the Troublesome Tack. 


In hia book, "Why Not 
Cycle 


Abroad?" Clarence Stetson says: "To 
lessen the chances of picking up tacks 
or even bits of glass, some French rid- 
ers uso a very simple device. They at- 
tach a little wire across the fork where 
the-wheel turns, about one-sixteenth of 
an inch from tho tire. Their argument 
is that tho tack does not puncture the 
rubber when tho wheel first touches it, 
but merely picks it up, so that on tho 
first half revolution of the wheel after 
it has touched a tack or a bit of glass 
the object comes against this wire aud 
is knocked off the tire before it touches 
the ground again.

NEW GOLF IMPLEMENT. 


A One Flee-; Club the Latest Device of 


• 
tha Faddist. 


Ono of the latest devices of the fad- 


dist in golf clubs is the single piece 
driver, which is said to possess distinct 
merit over tho ordinary 
implement. 


This idea emanates from John Dunn, a 
nephew of the famous "Willie Dunn, 
who was opeu champion in 1894. Dunn 
was formerly the professional at Arcls- 
ley, and ho claims for his innovation 
that it is tho longest driving club in the 
world. As its name implies, it is made 
all of one piece, the shaft beint beut at 
the neck, so as to allow the grain to run 
continuously from tip to toe. Logically, 
it would seem as though this formation 
should result in a longer stroke, for the 
absence of bendiug at the base of the 
shaft brings the point of greatest sup- 
pleness some four inches nearer the bot- 
tom of tho club—that ia, unlike the or- 
dinary spliced club, the spring is 
brought nearer the point of impact, and 
greater leverage is thus given to the 
shaft. 


Ifc is claimed by experts that this new 


implement will carry some 20 yards 
further than the ordinary club, and 
that, because of its construction, it is 
much rauie durable. In the event of its 
breaking, it cau, of course, be spliced 
with a new shalt, like the everyday va- 
riety. 
Tbero is rio reason why thia one 


piece ide'i f-houicl uot be applied to all 
wooden clubs, but at present it seems to 
bo limited to tho driver and brassey. 
Tho omy icar expressed by those who 
have seen iheru is that they are more 
likely to -\\rip i.h?.a the spliced variety. 
This id u fault which most players 
would consider a serious one.—New 
York

Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, April J.2.—After passing last 


week the bill placing the telephone com- 
panies in the state in charge of the gas 
and electric light commissioners, the 
house yesterday reversed its decision 
jand rejected the bill on the question of 
engrossment. The vote last week on the 
question of ordering the bill to a third 
reading was 75 to 61, with 32 pairs, while 
yesterday it stood 77 to 84, with 24 pairs. 
Unless a reconsideration is ordered tha 
bill is practically killed for this session. 


The committee on taxation has voted 


in favor of granting- the petition of the 
president and trustees of Williams col- 
lege for the exemption from taxation of 
the houses of professors when they are 
occupied by professors in connection 
with the administration of the college. 
Mr. Dean of Wakefleld dissents. The 
committee will present a report in favor 
of a further investigation of the taxation 
of college property. 


Mr. Bennett presented two orders of a 


somewhat sensational character in the 
house, both of which were laid over. 
They are aimed at the Massachusetts 
highway commissioners, and ask for in- 
formation about promises alleged to 
have been made by the board in order 
to influence legislation. 


The bill allowing the granting of half- 


.bolldays to city employes, in the discre- 
tion of the city council, was ordered to 
a third reading without debate. 


An adverse report on a bill authoriz- 


ing railroad corporations to construct 
and operate branches of their roads in 
public ways was taken from the table 
and accepted. 


The bill providing for the exclusion of 


persons from the courtroom when the 
matter under consideration is objection- 
able was debated briefly and ordered to 
a third reading, 13 to 8. 


The bill to enable cities and towns to 


^manufacture and distribute gas and 
electricity for municipal purposes, which 
was reported upon adversely and placed 
on the table, was taken therefrom and 
accepted.

Dolgevllle, N. Y., April 12.—A receiver 


has been chosen for Alfred Dolge & Son, 
the well known manufacturers of felt 
and pia^o surP'ips i'1 -Dolgeville. 
The

Alfred Dolse %vas the founder of Dolge-

When it can be avoided, the hives should

box hives to movable frames is early in 
the spring before tbo comb becomes heavy 
with brood and honey.

The couple 
resided in south Hungary, the land of 
romance, and while yet a child the fa- 
ther determined to seek a broader fleld 
for the expansion and exploitation of 
his art.

Edward Bamford Empties 


Revolver on His Wife and 


Then Shoots Himself 


BOTH BADLY HURT AND MAY DIE 


Family Quarrels the Cause o! tfio <ei" 


rible Affair This Morning. Sev- 


eral Witnesses to the Shoot- 


ing. 
Man Guarded at 
Hospital.

practically nothing certain could be 
given out M to the condition of fca two. 
Both were found on examination to be 
very aerionaly injured, bat owing to the 
nature of the wonnda It «aay be two or 
three daya before it is known whether 
they will recover or not. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Bamford are ehot in 


the abdomen. 
The wonnda are very 


deep, and probing thia morning failed to 
r wfch the bullets. 
Tbe woman ia alao 


shot through the left arm. They are in a 
very critical condition, but are thought 
to be no worse than when taken to the 
hospital this morning. 


A police officer is stationed at the hos- 


pital to watch the man. Dr. Hobble la 
attending Mr. Bamford and Dr. Mignanlt 
hia wife. 


BISHOP LAWRENCE CONFIRMS 


There was a serious family row thin 


morning at 77} rear West Main street 
which resulted in tbe shooting of Mrs. 
Edward Bamford by her husband who 
afterwards shot himself. Neither shoot 
ing was immediately fatal, and the man 
and wife were removed to the hospital. 


The matter was reported at the police 


station at 8.30 by James Kiggins, an em- 
ploye of the Electric Light company, and 
five minutes later Captain Parrow and 
Officer Whipple were at the house, hav- 
made the trip in groat haste with a horse 
and buggy. 
v 


They found the house looked and forced 


an entrance. In the bedroom off the 
kitchen they found Mr. Bamford on the 
bed suffering from a pistol wound in tbe 
center of the body just below the breast 
bone. He was conscious and able and 
willing to tell all about the trouble. 


Mrs. Bamford, who was shot twice, was 


at the hoqse of Price Hamer, a dozen rods 
away. She stood on the front steps of her 
own house when shot tbe second time 
and started toward a neighbor's house, 
screaming "I'm shot, I'm shot." A lounge 
was brought out and she was placed upon 
it and taken to Mr. Hamer's house. 


Medical aid had been sent for and Dr. 


Woodward was the first to arrive. He 
reached Mr. Hamer's house very shortly 
after the shooting and gave his attention 
to Mrs. Bamford. Dr. Mignaalt, who ar- 
rived a few minutes later, took charge of 
her case and Dr. Woodward wont to the 
assistance of Mr. Bamford. 


Mrs. Bamford was shot in the left arm 


and a little back of the right aide. She 
suffered intensely, but remained perfectly 
conscious and hurriedly made her will 
bequeathing all of her property to her 
only child, a sen about 20 years old. 
When this was completed she was taken 
in the ambulance to the hospital. The 
ambulance then returned and Mr. Bam- 
ford was also taken to the hospital. 


The home of the Bamfords is on the 


side of the hill 10 or 15 rods south of West 
Main street a snort distance west of Hill- 
8ide cemetery. A driveway runs along 
the hill and several houses are there, so 
there are many near neighbors. The 
house is a comfortable one and well far" 
niahed, for by industry and economy Mr. 
Bamford and his wife have accumulated a 
comfortable property. That they did not 
live happily is the testimony of all the 
neighbors, who knew of their frequent 
family jars and a number of whom saw 
and heard considerable of the row tha* 
terminated so seriously this morning. 


A short time before the shooting oc- 


curred Mrs. LaPierre, who lives next 
east of the Bamford house And not over 
30 feet distant, saw that a violent quarrel 
between Mr. Bamford and his wife Was in 
progress. Mr. Bamford was outside the 
house at the back door shouting loudly, 
calling his wife hard names and stoning 
the house. He smashed a panel from the 
door with a large stone and soon got into 
the bouse, where, according to his own 
story and abundance of other evidence,; he 
opened fire on his wife with a five- 
chambered 32-oalibre revolver. The re- 
volver was emptied, but only two shots 
took effect. 


They, as before stated, struck her left 


arm and her body a little back of the left 
side. Whan she was shoe in the side she 
stood on the front doorstep and Mr. 
Bamford-stood in the door. This shot 
was witnessed by Lawrence Adams, a 
colored man who was turfing a terrace a 
few rods from the house. 


Immediately after shooting his wife Mr. 


Bamford locked the door, placed four 
cartridges in the revolver and fired one 
of them into his body a tew inches above 
the navel. He lay down on tbe bed be- 
fore shooting himself. He doubtless ex- 
pec ed the shot to be fatal. 
When it 


failed, however, he did not repeat it, but 
tucked the revolver between the bed- 
ticks, where it was found by the officers. 
By his direction the officers went to his 
trunk up stairs and took from it a box 
nearly full of cartridges. 


There must have been a dreadful scene 


in the bouse when Mr. Bamford opened 
fire on bis wife. Places where bullets 
struck the house and the shells on the 
floor would indicate that when he forced 
his way into the kitchen from outside his 
wife ran into the hall with him in pur- 
suit and the bullets flying. One ball 
struck the end of the Stair rail near the 
front door. 


Evidently the woman fled through the 


parlor to the kitchen, for a fcn'let is em- 
bedded in the door between the parlor and 
kitchen on the parlor side.. Without doubt 
Mrs. 
Bamford ran through the kitchen 


and the hall again, going thia time out of 
the front door, being overtaken and re- 
ceiving the parting shot at close range 
just as she reached the steps. 


Mr. Bamford was employed for years in 


the Braytonville mill and his wife has 
alao earned money by labor. 
They are 


are said to ba worth several thousands of 
dollars which is largely In real estate. Mr. 
Bamford said the quarrel thia morning 
was over money matters and that bis wife 
pnt him out of the house. 


She is a good-sized woman 46 years old. 


Mr. Bamford is 54 years old and ia a slen- 
der man. He has been in poor health for 
a number of years and it ia a question 
whether he is perfectly sane. Among his 
neighbors he has tbe reputation of being 
a bad-tempered man, while hia wife ii 
generally spoken of as an estimable 
woman. The fact that he kept a revolver 
and a good supply of cartridges in the 
house is not in bis favor. One of the 
neighbors says that in a fit of rage he shot 
at her boy last winter. 


Chief of Police Keniall was promptly 


on hand after the shooting and carefully 
gathered up the evidence in the case. He 
also secured photographs of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bamford. 


Big crowd! gathered about the house 


where the victims of the tragedy lay and 
there waa mnoh excitement, although the 
crowds were vary quiet. 


Mrs. Job* Parker, who UTM in ona part 


of Price Hamer's boose, heard the ahoot- 
ing and aaw Mrs. Bamford leaving the 
house and heard he* aay "I'm shot." She 
told Mr. Earner, who went at onceO 
Bamtord'a honae, pnt oould not get la.
